A small bottle of bromo 
seltzer fitted exactly inside them. 
It was obviously im possible to trace 
the silver holders, as some of them 
had been sold through 
departm ent 
store tráde—o f which no record was 
kept. 
The police were forced to come to 
a standstill. 
There was but one clue 
left and that the handw riting on the 
original package, which Cornish had 
kept. 
About this tim e there was a general 
buzzing around

Knickerbocker Athletic club and near­ 
ly ended in the STectrle chair 
The Knickerbocker Athletk’ club in 
189& was one of the newest Clubs at 
its kind in the city 
Prom inent among 
its members was Molfheux.

net. a rich yachtsman, ah ! the pnyll- 
cal instructor of the club. Harry ('Or­ 
nish.

During preparations for an am ateur 
circus In 1890 Molineux and Cornish, 
through a series of petty 
discords, 
grew to be bitter enemies. 
Molineux 
withdrew from the club because of the 
quarrel and Joined the New York Ath­ 


le tic Club, where be was elected to 
the board of governor*. 
Cornish about the same time by 
reason of a change of club policy was 
not allowed the use of the clubhouse 
for living purposes and went to live 
in the apartm ent of Mrs. Katherine J 
Adams 
Mrs. Adams was an elderly 
woman who was distantly related to 
Cornish. 
, 
With Mrs. Adams lived her daugh­ 
ter. Mrs. Laura Rogers, who had se­ 
cured a divorce from her husband. At 
no time waa any scandal connected 
with either of these two w'omen. 
The next character necessary to the 
advancement of the plot was Blanche 
Chesbrough. a vivacious, pretty blonde 
of twenty-two. 
Molineux at the time was general 
chemist for a large paint manufac­ 
turer in New Jersey and considered 
fairly wealthy. 
Both Molineux and Barnet were a r­ 
dent suitors of M is| Chesbrough. 
On 
Thanksgiving Day, 1897, Molineux pro­ 
posed m arriage to her. 
She did not 
tllen adcept him. 
Barnet, as far as is 
known, never made any offer of m ar­ 
riage, but seemed to. be the favored 
suitor. 
On June 30. 1898, Barnet was taken 
violently 111. A doctor was called and 
discovered that he apparently was 
suffering from an advanced case of 
diphtheria.

When questioned, Barnet said the 
only drug which he had taken w as.a 
patent medicine sent him by mail.
